FARM WORK NOW 
WELL IN HAND 


Despite Scarcity of Help Last 
Fall Spring Crops are in 
Good Shape. 


Despite the scarcity of farm help 
last fall it has been many years since 
the 
farm ers 
of 
Pennsylvania 
had 
th eir work 
so well in hand 
us th is 
spring, is the report th a t is com ing 
to the Bureau of Statistics, D epart­ 
m ent of A griculture, from every p a rt 
of the S tate. 
A large acreage w as plowed last 
fall for 
spring corps. The plowing 
really continued up to the 
present 
because of the unusually mild w eath­ 
er and lack of snow as plowing was 
done in some places during each of 
the w inter m onths. 
Fall plowing 
kills many 
grubs, 
w irew orm s, cutw orm s and other jiests 
th a t overw inter 
on crop 
rem nants 
and in sod land. In fact white grubs 
ami wirew orm s cannot be controlled in 
any other m anner or by easier m eth ­ 
ods. 
D uring the w ar the farm ers ha I 
learned how to help them selves w ith ­ 
out the usual am ount of hired help, 
which was not available but in m any 
instances ushering nearly everybody 
about 
the place 
into the 
service. 
F arm ers were 
apprehensive as 
to 
w hat the lal»«*r ami other conditions 
m ight be this spring ami m ade the 
l>e»t use of their tim e possible.
